One more proof that all La not gold 
that glitters is found th the fact that 
much of the gold lettering seen on 
signs, and also much of the gilding of 
picture frames, has no gold whatever 
about It. 
Among laymen the opinion 
prevails that all such decoration re­ 
quires tile actual use of gold leaf, bot 
the reality is different, and a substitute 
that defies detection has been widely 
used for some time. 
The ex.ict effect 
of gold is secured by using a 
either silver or aluminium under yel­ 
low paint. 
The metal backing gives 
the required luster, and the paint gives 
the required color. 
This method can­ 
not be used in all cases, because the 
paint Is of peculiar quality and re­ 
quires patting on with an even thick­ 
ness. 
For this reason it is generally 
applicable only to flat surfa-'es. 
Parts 
of a gilded picture frame which are 
molded Into waving surfaces generally 
require genuine golf leaf to cover them. 
—Philadelphia Record.
